The loss is about $50,000 and. is covered 
by insurance. The only things eared from 
the house were several pieces of hand 
carved, inlaid mahogany furniture.

The residence wns one of tho most beau- 
tiful in Lake Forest. It was on Deerpath 
avenue near tho lake. It will not be re- 
built. . The lire wns caused by it defective 
Hue in one of tho chimneys.

Body of Unknown Man With Skull Fractur- 
ed Picked up at Twin Lokcs, Wis 

Another murder mystery developed in 
the western part of Konotdincoutity, Wis., 
Saturday, when the remains of nn unknown 
man were picked up along the trick* of thn 
Northwestern railroad just west of the 
Twin Lakes station, The remains were 
found by the crow of a way. freight train 
and taken to Twin Lakes station. 

It is stated that the condition of tbe 
remains of the man indicated that he had 
been alugucd nnd robbed nnd left for dead 
along the trnck.* The man's skull had 
been fractured nnd the members of the 
train crew- stated that his pockets bad 
been turned wronjr side ont.

It is atnted nt Twin Lakes that 
tho man was, an ice cutter who had been 
recently brought out from the city, and 
that his identity was not' known among 
the managers of the companies, b*nt that 
it might be known to the employment 
agencies in Chicago. 

Tho man is known to have had a srnal 
sum of money when he urrivod at Twin 
Lakes Friday night. His movements dur- 
ing tbe night are a decided mystery, na it 
was Btip posed that hn had cone to one of 
the boarding houres to take up' his abode. 
Tbe remnina wore; found about n mile 
west of Twin Lakes station, and it is thot 
possible that the man was murdered for 
tho small amount of money ho earned, 
nnd then thrown along the t nick to uiuks 
it appear as if be had been struck by a 
train and killed, 

' As the milk train came in and mado no 
report of finding the man it is -suppoicd 
the body was placed there later. Nona of 

the train men report having struck anyone

Swept in Sullen Flood in Open Ditch 
and Dies from Effects 



A prey tp tho^ floods that followed tho 
terrific- rnim>, William Swctor, the 5-yenr- 
old son of William Swotor of Waukugnn, 
on Friday fell into no open ditch, was 
carried two blocks by tho current and 
bruised and broken, was picked up in tbe 
underbrash of the ravlno at Kitfhtb street 
by Charles Wcmber. and Charles Oust. 

The ditch is a drain ago nffnir that is 
said to have been put in, in an adminis- 
tration previous to thot of Mayor Bullock. 

"Whllo pcoplu watched from tbe windows 
of neighboring bouses, the tittle boy fell 
into (bo ditch, which is a deep and nar- 
row affair, and such was tho force of the 
current that; unable to resist it, he was 
swept nearly a thousand feet on tbe bosom 
of the sullen and raging waters. 
, Feopla who saw the whole incident fol- 
lowed the body along tho stream and 
tried to stop it with planks nnd sticks. 



Thus tho littlo boy's powerless body was 
driven between the walls of tho ditch un- 
til it had passed under one culvert and out 
on the other aide, landing in a ravino on 
Eighth street. There Messrs Wcinber 
and Gust found two men" trying to lift it 
out with boards and nngry at the helpless- 
ness of the men, jumped into the swollen 
creek and obtained it after a straggle with 
the powerful current. 

The boy was still alive and breathed 
faintly. Dr. Gaurley was called, but when 
he arrived the' child bad breathed his last. 
- Charles Weinber witnessed the whole of 
the incident from u windov of a neigh- 
boring house, but each was tho forca o£ 
the current that the body was swept away 
from the wooldbe rescuers as fast as they 
gal in; red to intercept. 

There are also two little girls In tho 
Swetor family, The mother is prostrated 
by tbe accident.

LOCAL OPTION BEFORE SENATE 

Plan to Give Counties Quarter of the 
Fees Arouses- Prohibitionists 



DEATH OF PRINCE IMPERIAL. 



A. Burprieo was sprung on the anti-saloon 
forces Tucsdny at Springfield in tho shape 
of a local option bill containing a clause to 
the effect Ibnt. one-fourth of all revenues 
derived from dramshop 1 icon sea shall go to 
the county treasuries. Tho measure, 
which was introduced by Senator Potter of 
Marion, is a replica of the hill that was de- 
feated two years ago except for the revenue 
provision, which is tacked on ns a rider. 

At first glance the cold water men con- 
strued the rider as n,Sit"?£ Jteasonim? to 
make the local 'option act n trifle more pal- 
atable to the liquor interests, but after the 
sponcor of the bill bad avowed that in in- 
troducing the measure ha was not acting 
either for rum or reform, but was merely 
following liia personal views, the temper- 
ance workers decided that no plot was 
afoot to injure the causo. ' 

Tho Anti-Saloon League, however, will 
not bo content with tko.'PoUcr bill, and 
within n few days the measure that has 
been drafted by the organization will be 
Bent to both houses. 

Friends of local option arc filling the air 
with guesses as to what the rider means. 
They point out that it may bead vnntageous 



to t tho liquor men from the fact that the 
lawmakers from Chicago could hardly be 
expected to support a bill that would force 
Chicago to turn over to tbe county approx- 
imately 81,750,000 of tbe 87.000,000 the 
city collects annually for saloon licenses. 
This mitrht keep the bill from passing, 
which would be nn excellent thing from 
the poiat of view of the mm sellers. 

In case the bill did manage to pass with 
the lider still attached, the liquor dealers 
would still Cnd cause for consolation. In 
applying tho county provision of the orig' 
inal bill, it is pointed out, the voters for 
"dry" territory would come in largo meas- 
ure from country voters who under the old 
bill would not be affected financially by the 
presence or absence of dramshops in the 
country, If the rider goei through, how- 
ever, the' county treasurer gtts a dividend 
from the saloon licenses, and tho fact that 
the country taxpayer would thus profit 
from the gin mill revenue might possibly 
make him less pro no to veto for a prohibi- 
tion district in his county; . 

One thing Ib certain, and that is, the 
legislature this year will bo compelled to 
either vote a local option bill or make a 
81,000 license a state law.

There were so von men, 
who actually fought the prince.- When 
Langalebele, pursuing tho fugitives, 
first saw Labanga,' ho waa running 
away from'the prlnco/.who was rush- 
ing at him. Labanga, crouching In 
the ' gross, ! throw an assagai at hlra, 
The first assagai struck in the prince's 
'thigh, and/' withdrawing, it / from the 
wound, 'he kept hla Iocs at bay for 
tome minutes, In the' na'Hve's words: 
•He. fought llko lion; he flred two 
BhotJ, but without effect; nnd I threw 
an assagai at' him whi'eh struck him," 
aa.T' said at the time, but I alwaya 
allowed Labanga'a claim to have killed 
him, for hla assagai hit the prince 1° 

wound."'.'

Remarkable Election Held In a Dis- 
trict In France. 

A curious election took place at. Lea 
Sables, In the department of the Var, 
recently, when a single elector drew 
up tho whole -list of candidates 'and 
was the only one to vote, He natur- 
ally voted for his whole list, himself 
Included. The commune contains 
about 500 Inhabitants. Somo time 
ago .the. municipal council re'fligned, 
Elections were held on November 25-. 
last, when only four men camp to vote.

Hates and Always Will Hate the 

White Man for His Taking Posses* 
t alon of Land of the Indians. 



There la no Indian HvInR to-day who 
lias no hated. tho whito man as (ie ma- 
lum. This florco, bloodthirsty nod 
crafty chief of tho Apaches haa prob- 
ably given tho govornmeut moro trou- 
ble and been tho direct anil Indirect 
cause of tho death of moro whites 
than any othor half-dozen chiefs who 
might bo named. And all this because 
of tho unpardonable sin on tho part 
of the white man that ho has taken 
tho Indians' lands. Goronlmo Is now 
nn old man and unable, It ho had 
■tho opportunity, of resenting by vio- 
lence tho further Intrusion of tho 
■white man. For this reason, perhaps, 
tho. latest opening up of Indian lands 
iln Oklahoma comes with a sharper 
thrust of bitterness In his heart thnn 
'It would years ago when ho could 
Tiavo found relief for. his Indignation 
in open rebellion nnd violence. 

The last month of this old year 'has 
seen the last of the Indian lands In 
Oklahoma given up to whito settle-

ment, and It has called forth a new ex- 
pression of the unbroken spirit and 
undiminished hntred of the old 
ApacUo chief, who for so many years 
has been a close prisoner oF the 
United States at Fort Sill, in the 
Apache reservation. He declares with 
vehemence that ho ncvor did like the 
■white man and that he never will. 
The lntonsc spirit of the groat, swar- 
thy Indian chief was manifest In the 
lightening of the cqrds of his thick 
neck and the backward twitch of his 
head as be spoke. 

. "No true Apache," he went on to 
say, "likes tho white man: Why 
shouhLhe? Touhavo taken from. us 



jo* cry thing. Vou huVo mndo Ins pris- 
oners of war for, more than 20 years. 
You have taken us from the only coun- 
try wo can live in and increase. Yau 
have made our new-born babies nnd 
our little children suffer too, though 
mere Is nothing you can blume thum 
with. Tho' government has' mndo 
them no allotment of land, though to 
all othor Indians land linabeon given. 
It makes mo feel bad in tho 'heart." 

Geronimo'o trlbo has dwindled to 
about' 100. Whore thuy formerly rov- 
ed, in a mud lug and pillaging, thous- 
ands of white sottlors have taken up 
land in tho last five years. 

A correspondent of tho Now York 
World' tells of n visit paid to Cleronl« 
mo'n "homo." It was a rude brush 
tent on Cache creek. While the cor- 
respondent sat on a soap box, aeronl- 
mo reclined on tho other Bldo of the 
fire and talkod through an Interpreter 
of the whlto man nnd the taking of 
tho Indian lands. 

"Yes, I have seen .the white man in- 
croaso," he said. "1 have sccu him 
come out of the East Into my country 
whero there woro no men except la-, 
dians. When I was n boy wo. wont far 
to tho south Into Mexico (he cnlled 
It Ma-he-ko like a Spaniard) whon we 
went to kill whito men and tnko thelF 
cattle. They hnvo bothered us much 
— tho white man. He calls us had, tho 
Apacho, but we have done only what 
was right, what bur fathers, and our 
grandfathers nnd our medicine men 
{the llttlo. girl translated it doctors, 
which shows tho reservation school 
training) taught us. Wo fought Ilko 
Indians; wo woro not afraid. , When 
many wero killed wo woro sad In tho 
heart, but wo 'did not talk much — wo 
wero Indinns. Sometimes we . got 
much in Mexico, sometimes wo lost 
all. Sometimes wo were hungry In 
tho winter and sometimes wo had 
much to cat and mado many dnnccs. 

"The' white man fought with us 
more often than wo fought with him. 
Ho fallowed us, never stopping, 
always killing. »He came more and 
more. Whlto men nlways hunting 
iis. Whon we could fight no 
more, the whito man always following 
us, wo mado a treaty with him. Ho 
said be would take us with our. women 
and children to a now country to live. 
We went because wo could light no 
more. They did not keep the promise. 
Thoy kept mo many years alone. 

"No, I do riot care how many whlto 
men come now. You say 1 look young. 
That Is nice talk, but I am an old man 
— 75 years old. Oklahoma Is not my 
country; Oklahoma is not the home of 
the Apache.: We cannot live In this 
country. *Wc will gel smaller and 
smaller, and then no more Apacho 
left. No, I do not care how- many 
white men come here. I do not see 
them. 1 do not think. I think of my 
own country, where the mountains are 
and the' air Is dry and the sky Is fine. 
It is there the -Apache wants to go; 
It Is there Goronlmo wants to go." : 




BOSTON'S SCIENTIFIC AND ART 
TREASURES' LACK ROOM. 



Present Quarters Too Small and 
New and Finer and Larger 
Building Is to Be Ready 
In Thraa Years. 



Whllo American museums have 
necessarily drawn lnrgoly upon tho 
treasures 6t the old world In building 
up their collections, it has remained 
for this country to take the lead In 
providing a suitable sotting for art 
treasures, A now point of view in 
the housing of tho great collections 
forming In this country appears In 
planB which have recently been adop- 
ted In Boston for a group of buildings 
to accommodato the Museum of Flno 
Arts, founded In 1S70 and situated for 
many years past In an ornate struc- 
ture fronting on Coploy square hard 
by tho famous noston Public Library. 

Tho now museum will, It Is said, 
bo tho most perfectly designed insti- 
tution of Us kind In tho world, for tho 
plans are based upon elaborato studies 
mado among European and American 
art musoums by n Bpecl&i committee 
of experts. At tho samo lime, ex- 
haustive Investigations into tho proper 
lighting and arrangement of objects 
of, nrt have been conducted with the 
aid of specialists from tho Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. When, 
thrco years hence, removal from the 
present overcrowded and unsuitable 
building has been mado possible, the 
Immense treasures In tho keeping- of 
tho museum will bo housed as art 
collections never, wore, before and en- 
tirely in a wny to make them most 
accessible to tho American public. 

The modern art museum Is much 
.more than a collection of palntihgs 
and sculpture gathered at random. It 
'covers bo wide a range -both In time 
and place, that Its collections become 
an epitome of anclont and modern 
civilization as revealed In art. There 
are objects, for example, In the Bos- 
ton museum which wero fashioned 
when the anclont civilization in the 
valloy of tho Nile was still nt its 
dawn. Visitors see statuettes in lime- 
stono and wood which wero carved 
and painted nearly 3,000 years before 
the birth of Christ. 
. Several of tho paintings In tho 
Chinese and Japanese departments 
aro as Important IU - oriental art as 
so many Raphaels, TItlans and Rem- 
brandts would bo in a collection of 
European paintings. 

it la especially to the collection of 
original works of Greek art contained 
in tho Museum of Fine Arts that the 
visitor's attention should be dlrocted. 
Owing to tho difficulty of getting or- 
iginal works American museums hnvo 



often been obliged" to present Groek 
art through the medium or plaster 
castB and othor reproductions. * Tho 
wide popularity of casts and tho al- 
most total absonco of original works

Prize Which Is to Be Contested for by 
) Small Boats In Race From New 
York to Bermuda. 



■ Forty yours ago, whon James Gor- 
don Dounott was a contestant in tho 
transatlantic mid- winter schooner 
race for a J90,000*Htako„ ho represent- 
ed the vanguard of deep sea racers. 
Today ho has como forwnrd as a pa- 
tron of nnothor kind or deop-sca rac- 
ing, la which the sail gives way to tho 
intornal combustion engine, by giv- 
ing a cup Valued' at $1,000 for a 
race of power craft from Now York to 
Bermuda. 

Tho off or Ib oho of the notnblo sport- 
ing acts of tho closing year in yacht- 
ing, and forecasts an event next Juno 
which will tnko an historic place In 
the records of tho-sporL 

Thero has never yet been contested 
a successful deep water race for pow- 
er craft, Tho Fronch tried ono two 
years ago In tho Mediterranean from 
Algiers to Nice, and mndo a failure of 
It, as their boats wero not of tho sea- 
going typo, but thinly disguised cruis- 
ers, which a storm scattered In dis- 
aster. 

We have had on this coast two suc- 
cessful longshore races, ono from Now 
York to Marblehcad lu ^005, .and ono 
from Marblohoad to New York last 
summer. These wore promoted *by 
one man, Thomas Fleming Daly,- of 
Now York, who also has the orodlt of 
inaugurating long-dlstanco racing on 
blue water for smalt sailing craft. 

Whon Mr. Day started his deep-wa- 
ter racing Idea, as a rosult of many 
years of deep- water cruising, tho press 
of New York, with, few exceptions, as- 
sumed an attitude equivalent, in the 
laaguttge of tho Blroot, to "handing 
him a lemon." 

In this the New York Herald was no 
exception, and when Mr. Day started 
his little squadron of racers for Ber- 
muda last May that paper showed but 
a lukewarm interest in the venturo, 
and printed considerable about the 
dangers of the undertaking.

Horrible Accident at Sandford, Ind.— 
Victims Torn to Bits or Cremated 
In the Wreckage*— Thirteen Perish 
In Collision at Fowler. 

Torre Haute, ind., Jon. 31.— Twenty- 
eight charred, broken and mutilated 
boa lea have been taken from the smold- 
ering ruins of the passenger, train No. 
8 on the Big Four railroad which was 
destroyed by the explosion of a car- 
load of powder na It passed a freight 
train at Sandford, Ind., nine miles 
west of hero, Saturday night The 
number of Injured will total at least 
85, 

Tho causo, of the disaster hns not 
been fully explained. The result was 
terrible. Tho shook was felt for 30 
miles, many believing it an earth- 
quake. 

Entire Train Destroyed. 
Tho three coaches of the passenger 
train wore (Mod. ' Tho on tiro train, In- 
cluding the engine, was blown from 
tho track, tho coach e 3 demolished^ the 
engine hurled GO feet and tho pas- 
eongora either blown to pieces, con- 
sumed by fire or rescued in a mora or 
less Injured condition. 

At least 30 Injured, Bomo fatally, are 
at tho hospitals In Terro Hauto and 
Paris, III. .Several . are also being 
cared for at Sandford. 

Tho full extent of. tho disaster was 
revealed at daylight Sunday morning, 
but the death list will not bo com- 
plete until the workman now ^clearing 
the debris, havo finished their task. '■ 
Tho dead, bo far as known, are: 
William Thompson, Sandford, Ind.; 
J. W. Southed ami, Paris, ill,; John

■ must bnvo been almost criminally negligent 
About the knowledge iof tbo non-commis- 
sioned officers there can bo no question' 
nmontr people who nre familiar with mil- 
itary disci plin. It is absolutely impossible 
that any number of soldiers eould get out 
of bed, break open a government armory 
nnd leave the~poat without knowledge of 

■^ the room sentry and the corporals nnd 
Xjyivates on patrol duty outside the ,bar- 
racfrf and around tbo past. Government 
arm racks are locked, nnd their keys in 
posession of the commissioned and non- 
commissioned, olhuurs. Tli ens is a room 
sentry 'whose duty is to . look after each 
»keping, apartment of tbO barracks, The 
sentries outside are supposed to pre- 
vent ei'tber entrance or exit from the bar- 
racks after ta pa aro sounded. It,' therefore" 
could have been poseiblu for soldiers to 
take their arms and escape from Fort 
Drown only with the connivuncc of the 
' sergeants and the corporals on duty. The 
officer of. tho day should also have known 
oftho -occurrance, nnd if bo did not, it 
was a proof that he was either very neg- 
, ligont or that lie was entirely deceived by 
the non-commissioned officers under htm 
^n whoso reports he was supposed to place 
- implicit confidence. This fact is brought 
! out In tho message of the President to 
Congress this week, and it proves abun- 
dantly, if any proof wore needed, that 
President Roodovelt was quite within, the 
bounds of justice when be sentenced till of 
tho soldiers in the convicted companies to 
o* pulsion from sorvico in tho army. The 
-Itu'ero fact that be is willing to modify his 
order to tbo extent of allowing some of the 
soldiora to renew their enlistment, ia suf- 
ficient proof that he is willing to take every 
chance of not making the innocout mem- 
bers of tho regiment suffer for the crimes 
of thd guilty.' '

that of the fourteenth to the aeven- 
teenUi centuries, and although slnco 
that time many fine specimens have 
been produced, .they are mainly 
copied In doslRn and treatment from 
the porlod above referred to, and 
those which are of entirely modern 
conception can In no way boar com- 
parison with tho earlier specimens. 

Amongst tho •varieties of. Japanese 
porcelain— most familiar to collectors 
is that generally known as Kagn, the 
hrst specimens of which were made 
In tho province of Kanga towards 
the close of the seventeenth century. 
The -factories were erected at Kutanl, 
or Cho Soven Valleys, whore tho clay 
was discovered from which tho porce- 
lain was- manufacturetd. The body Is 
of a fine texture well decorated, rod 
nnd gold being tho predominating col- 
ors, and on a really good samplo of 
this ware tho work Is probably flnor 
than that of any other kind or porce- 
lain manufactured by the. Japanese. 

Specimens, however, are frequently 
met with in which, whilst the decora- 
tion Is nib that can be desired, the 
porcelain Is not quite lip to tho high 
Btandnrd. of tho* famous Kutanl fac- 
tories, a "matter- readily understood 
whon It Is explained that, owing to tho 
demand created tor this ware, numer- 
ous specimens wore manufactured In 
neighboring provinces and sent to Ku- 
tanl to be decorated.. Here again un- 
fortunately,., as" In other well known 
manufactures of porcelain and faience 
tho growing demand for'.spoolmons at 
popular' prices lias caused largo fac- 
tories to bo opened elsewhere to sup- 
ply tho* same. They avo, however, 
mostly crude specimens, and except In 
the matter of coloring, which Is fairly 
closely followed, they In.' no way bear 
comparison with oven Inferior speci- 
mens of the, art they are supposed to 
represent, . At' ono time these wore to 
bo obtained cblofly at tho fancy to- 
posHorlos and drapery establishments, 
but. of recent years, unfortunately, un- 
scrupulous curio dealers have dis- 
posed of largo quanUtles, tho pur- 
chaser fondly believing that, ho has 
at last obtained a gonulno specimen. 
Another, and ono of tho enrllest arts 
of the Japaneso, Is lacquor ware, and 
In this they far surpass all othor 
races, excepting perhaps tho Chinese. 
,, Great taste Is displayed In the de- 
signs,, which have the unconventional 
characteristics so deaf, to the Japa- 
nese, and also In the coloring, -Painted 
birds and flowers are frequently in- 
corporated, whilst gold powdor and 
mother of pearl are also U30d to en- 
rich articles destined tor! ornamental 
purpose only.. Successive coats 
varnish are then given until tho wholb 
surface Is practically level, after 
which tho surface Is. rubbed down and 
carefully polished.. Needless to say 
tho trays sold in this country with 
which wo T aro mostly .familiar, must 
nof he taken as fair specimens. of Jap- 
anese lacquor work, .being mado for a 
cheap market, and for domestic use, 
yet even here ono occasionally comes 
across specimens which are undoubt- 
edly artlatto, and which, when. In con- 
stant-use, prove very durable. 

Another form of lacquer work In 
favor amongst this Interesting race la 
the decoration of a panel of plaqub 
with raiBed ornamentations of: Ivory 
or pearl. Here Uio background-is geu* 
ofaliy a highly polished surfacb,, most- 
ly black and. occasionally dark, brown, 
either of which helps' to throw -up- with 
Jiuo- effect Uio light shades of tho 
ivory and pearl with which' the Article 
la embellished.

.-. "v An earthquake, followed by flro, 

\j partly destroyed Kingston, a city of 
',000 Inhabitants, and capital of tho 
and of Jamaica. Many persons wore 
lied and injured, among the dead, 
cording to report, being Sir James 
rgusson and 40 soldiers. Many 
morlcan and English tourists aro m 
Jamaica, the latter Including n party 
of distinguished statesmen and agri- 
cultural experts. Direct communica- 
tion with Kingston was cut off. 

Direct dispatches from Kingston 
say that thousands of persons were 
killed by tho earthqunko and the place 
Is In ruins. Tho bed ot the harbor 
Is sinking, two 'lighthouses have dis- 
appeared and the city Is believed to 
bo slipping Into the sea. Famine and 
pestilence threaten tho survivors and 
tho need of help Is urgent, The house 
of . representatives passed an emer- 
gency relief- bill. 

Rear Admiral Evans landed a' 1 ' force 
of-Amerlcan marines at Kingston and 
they . picketed the ruined city. The 
cable agent cabled that, no Americana 
had been reported - killed or Injured. 
Rear Admiral Davis' mission of 
mercy to "stricken Kingston came to 
an abrupt and painful conclusion in 
consequence of Gov. Swettenhnm's ob- 
jection to the presence or American 
sailors engaged in the work of clear- 
ing, the- streets, guarding property and 
succoring, the wounded and sick, cul- 
minating in a sarcastic and insulting 
letter to the admiral peremptorily re- 
questing him to reembark all parties 
which had been landed.

RIVER TO RISE FURTHER 



Great Suffering In Other Towns of 

the Valley— Business Section 

of Portsmouth Under 

Water. 

Cincinnati.— Colder' wonlhor and a 
gala of wind Incrcasod the suffer- 
ing ot thoso thousands who. had 
boon made homoloss by tho flood In 
Ohio, and a number of buildings that 
bad been weakened by tho wator went 
down before tho wind Saturday night 
and Sunday. Tho first and probably 
most serious Iobs by collapsing of 
walls was caused during tho night 
when several floors In tho buildings on 
Walnut b tract occupied by tho A. 
Jansson Wholesale Grocery compnny 
nnd tbe Ohio Butterino company foil 
with a crash. Both buildings wore 
heavily loaded with merchandise in 
the upper storlcB, Tho' loss cannot 
yet bo estimated, but will be very 
heavy. . 

The area of flooded section In- 
creased considerably Sunday. For 
soveral hours tho river was stationary 
at C4.8 feet, but tho weather bureau 
officials could find only tomporary con- 
solation in this Tact, Announcing dur- 
ing tho artornoon that reports Indi- 
cated that tho river hero would go up 
to at least CC and perhaps G7 feot 
within tho next 3u* hours. 

Tho rlso cut off approach to tho 
foot bridges across the Ohio, Isolating 
most of the people on tho Kentucky 
sido of tho river. Some of thoso in 
Covington wero still able to cross tho 
railroad bridges, but Newport was 
almost wholly cut off and sections of 
Covington, Bcllbvuo, Ludlow and 
Bromley wore suffering from tho back 
waters. 

Systematlo efforts to relieve tho Buf- 
fo rors, who are estimated at' nearly 
20,000 In Cincinnati and the nearby 
cities on both sides of tho river, wero 
under way all day, the special appro- 
priation by tho city council being sup- 
plemented by special funds to which 
all tbo churches contributed. Tbere 
will be a big theatrical benefit for'the 
sufferers. 

He per Lb from up tho river varied lit- 
tle from thoso of Saturday night Tho 
lower end of Park^rsburg was under 
wnter and tho railroads were In 
trouble. Almost the entire business 
section of . Portsmouth was under 
water and tho entire north and woat 
end flood-hound, while 50,000 people 
driven from their homes wero shel- 
tered In' schools and churches, and tho 
city was without gas or water service. 
• At Madison, Tnd., several hundred 
people, have been driven from their 
homes by tho water which' has gradu- 
ally encroached on tho business .and 
residence section. While the low-lying 
sections of Huntington, W. Va,, aro 
under water, It Is not believed that tho 
damage there will bo very heavy. 
Many bridges In that section have 
been carried away.

TERRIFIC GALE AT BUFFALO. 



Five Big Lake Liners Driven Aground 
— $1,500,000 Damage Done. 

Buffalo, N. Y.— A terrific gale, which 
blew 90 miles an hour at times, has 
swept this city for 18 hours and has 
done 91,500,008 damago to shipping. 

Five large loko liners, wintered Just 
Inside the breakwater wall, were torn 
loose from their moorings and driven 
aground.
